CHiKOn OF SEED. 


With all other grain than com a change 


of seed is now and then' considered ml visa, 
bio. Potatoes era especially improved by a 
change prooiired from a different locality 
and Boil. But corn has not generally boon 
found to deteriorate by long planting; ou 
the other hand,' there are many farmers who 
are. now planting seed produced from the 
corn their fathers planted a generation ago. 
Running out of the com is more likely to 
be the result of impoverished soil, and'the 
best method of improvement would proba- 
bly be a crop of clover upon the laud, to bo 
plowed under, or some otbor substantial 
fertilizer. 
: 
MELONS. 


The following is rocoinmonded by a garden- 
er who has had remarkable success : 
UI dig 


holes twelvo inches square, eight or ten 
inches deep ; fill up \vith Well rotted horse 
manure to tho surface. On this put two 
inches of soil. Then tako a four inch flower 
pot, set in tho contro, draw the remainder of 
tho soil around the pot, until the1 soil is 
about four inches deep by four wide". In this 
drop live or sis secds,atid cover to the "depth 
of three quarters of an inch. 'Over this placp 
a pane of six by eight glass, pressing it 
lightly to fit close. I then give no more at- 
tention till tho plants are touching tho glass. 
Then go through, taking » small clod, raise 
up one end of the glass with it; this admits 
of a circulation of air over the plants nhd 
hardens them. Iii about throo days more re- 
move the glass entirely. 
By this lime they 


will be in tho rough leaf; thin out to three 
plants in a hill, draw a iittle fine soil around 
them, up as high as tho seed leaf, and tho 
work is done." 
A novel way of producing 


saedless watermelons is : When the vino be- 
gins to boar lot tho first watermelon on each 
branch grow undisturbed, but cover the 
branch up with dirt, from tho first molou to 
tho second, and within six inches or moro 
from the ond of the vino will bo a seedless 
watermelon, tho melon nearest tho body of 
tho vine having kept all tho seed. 


POTATO ESrEIUMEKTS, 


A correspondent writes: Planted April 1(1, 


1871; 
variety, early rose; dug and gathered 


them partly in September and partly iu Oc- 
Lober; planted alternately; that is, two rows 
of largo potatoes taken promiscuously, of 
what I would cnll inerchautnblo potatoes; 
then two rows of small potatoes all under 
[he merchantable sine, down lo as small ns 
wci'c worth picking up. I find the result 
to be in favor of the large lo tho extent of 
about two hills in fifty in merchantable po- 
tatoes; but even this quantity is made up in 
bulk of small one's. Iu 'pality thore was 
merely a perceivable difference in favor of 
tho large seed planted. But between choice 
selected seed, largo and smooth, and small 
Boccl, I find in tho product a much greater 
difference in favor of tho selected,tho difler- 
onco being fully one-fifth iu bulk of mer- 
chantable potatoes, and the quality very 
plainly better. 
In preparing tho Rood all 


wcro cut, as near na practicable, lo two oycs 
to the piece, and two pieces dropped to tho 
hill, the hills being about three foot apart. 
The whole patch wan planted on old ground. 
Just for an experiment I dropped three 
pieces each in a few hills, but the result vras 
in favor of two pieces. On a piece of now 
ground, all planted with small good, I 
raised as handsome potatoes as need be, but 
they were not all so; many of them wero 
rough or knotty.
